American Engineer Secures Contract for 
a Big Undertaking. 
San Francisco, Cal., March IG.—Col. 
M. R. Jefferds, an American railway 
engineer, who has an agreem ent with 
the concessionaires by which he is to 
lave the contract for building the Pekin 
fc H an Kow railroad, provided he se­ 
cures subscriptions in this country or 
in Europe to the am ount of 10,000,000 
taels, is in this city. 
There are in China at present but two 
short railroads, one of 150 ‘miles anil 
the other of sixty-two miles. In Janu­ 
ary Hsu Yu Tsiang, mayor of Kuang 
rung, was given by Prince Kung, super­ 
intendent of m ilitary affairs, 
perm is­ 
sion under the authority 
of the em ­ 
peror to construct a railroad from Pekin 
north to Han Kow, a distance of 750 
miles. 
The right is also granted to 
build from Pekin south to Canton, a dis­ 
tance of 600 miles, upon completion of 
the Han Kow road. 
One of the con­ 
ditions is that not less than tw o-thirds 
of the capital 
necessary, which 
will 
am ount to about 30,000,000 taels, must 
be subscribed by Chinese. 
Col. Jefferds, who was in China at 
the time, secured the agreem ent from 
Hsu Yu, who, when Jefferds carries out 
the term s, will give him the contract 
for building the road. Jefferds came to 
California to induce the Chinese m er­ 
chants in San Francisco to subscribe 
and to use their influence to dispel the 
prejudices of their countrym en against 
railroads and show them their value.

The visit of the Galena gentlemen to 
this city was made before the second 
day of July, 1853, and was followed 
by the organization of the Southern 
Wisconsin Railroad Company,of which 
th e late E. 
H. Bennett was pres! 
dent. The date is fixed by the records 
o f the sale made by Mr. Bennett of 
his business in this city, when he 
found it necessary to devote his entire 
time to tbe interest of the railroad 
company. 
Now if “ A. M. T .” will refer to the 
Personal Memoirs of General Grant be 
w ill find that in 1853 and until July 
1S54, he was in the service of the 
United States on the Pacific coast. At 
tbe last mentioned date he resigned 
his commission and located in St. Louis 
where he resided until May, I SGO 
when he went to Galena, remaining at 
tho last mentioned place only eleven 
months.

How many people know the real 
reasons fcr the 
Cuban war? Moab 
folks think the insurgents are actuat­ 
ed merely by a desire for liberty and 
Belf government. 
As a matter of fact, 
they have specific grievances which 
fully justify them in an 
appeal to 
Arms. 
The course of Spain toward 
Cuba has been one of persistent and 
systematic oppression. 
Her laws 
have always discriminated against the 
interests of the island in every way, 
Aud treated it merely as a goose to Ie 
plucked for her own benefit. 
She 
levies taxes and imposes duties in 6uch 
h 
manner 
as 
to 
reap an 
exor­ 
bitant profit on all that the Cubans 
produce and on all that they pur­ 
chase. 
They are practically forced to 
buy nearly all that they 
consume 
from Spain, and must pay a heavy 
export duty on all of their products 
that they send abroad. 
Their com­ 
merce and their industries are sub­ 
ject to burdens that absorb 
their 
profits and leave them little or nothing 
to show for the great crops of sugar 
and tobacco that they raise. 
The Spanish tariff rates are so ad­ 
justed as to prevent Cuba from taking 
advantage of any opportunity to trade 
on fair terms with other nations, par 
ticularly the United States. 
In some 
cases, the difference in the duties on 
Spanish and on American importations 
is as high as 2000 per cent, and thus 
Spanish traders gain a monopoly that 
eau not possibly be broken. 
England 
is a more favored nation, the duties 
being much smaller on her goods than 
on those of 
the United States, be­ 
cause they are sent first to Spain, 
and 
ara 
shipped 
from 
there 
as 
Spanish goods, the Spaniard making 
his profit as a middleman. 
The im­ 
ports of Cuba from Spain reach $28,- 
000,030 annually, and Cuba pays 20 
per cent more for them than they 
would cost her if she had the privi­ 
lege of getting them from the United 
States. 
There is no chance for the 
Caban merchant or planter to * sea ce 
the system of coercion and extortio l 
which levies tribute upon every k ind 
of business and every form of prop­ 
erty. 
The wrongs against which our 
forefathers revolted were by no means 
a • flagrant as these which have been 
perpetrated upon the people of Cuba.

The duels at Heidelberg are very fa­ 
mous. says the Philadelphia Telegraph. 
There is, perhaps, no university in Ger­ 
many at which dueling is not practiced,! giv ens, 
but here it is regarded almost as a re­ 
ligious duty. The sons of the rich con­ 
gregate at Heidelberg and they are the 
people who are especially addicted to 
this form of student pastime in Ger­ 
m an y . It is not an exaggeration to say 
that between twenty and thirty duels 
take place here every week during the 
semester, and these nearly all at the 
Hirschgasse, a little tavern across the 
river from Heidelberg which is known 
and advertised everywhere as the place 
of resort for such encounters. It has 
served in this capacity for a great many 
years. The signboards point to it. 
It is mentioned in the 
guide-books 
and every one knows of it except the 
university officials and the police. It is 
net a ten-minute walk from the center 
of the town, though it is outside the 
city jurisdiction. This, however, seems 
lo be a matter of no moment, for some 
of the clubs for a period last year 
fought in the town itself, at a tavern 
directly in the shadow of the old castle. 
There are duels here some three or four 
mornings every week by the members 
of the various fighting clubs, of which 
Heidelberg has an enormous number. 
The most aristocratic of them all is the 
Saxe-Borussia. 
This club bears cartel 
relations with the Borussia of Bonn, to 
which the Hohcnzollerns belong. Five 
or six duels between various combatants 
are usually fought on the same morn­ 
ing. 
This is all a curious commentary of 
law and order as they are supposed to 
exist 
in Germany. 
Such 
machinery 
for the enforcement of law as is to be 
found here flourishes in no other land 
in the world, and yet, for one reason 
or another, the duel goes on unhindered. 
By the laws of the empire, without tak­ 
ing into account 
the penalties 
pre­ 
scribed by the lower jurisdictions, there 
is the most severe punishment for duel­ 
ing and the challenging to duel. 
In 
spite of various attempts to make other 
interpretations, the student duels have, 
by the supreme court of the empire, 
been decided to be duels in the sense of 
the law. 
Yet, publicly in the reich- 
stag. no longer ago than last winter, 
an esteemed member of the kaiser’s 
ministry declared himself and his gov­ 
ernment at issues not only with the 
laws and the supreme court, but with
